A reporter of the St. Louis Globe mcent'y 
interviewed Generul Forrest sbout the cuon- 
duct of the war. General F. thinks tbat 
President Davis managed the affairs of tre 
goverument 43 weil as apy man Ccou'd unde 
the circumstances. Le believes the removal 
of General Jolasion was pour policy, be 
cause he had so completely won the confi 
dence of his suldiers; but he attributes the 
ultimate result to two lamentuble disasters— 
the failure of Gen. Beauregard to follow up 
the victory at Sii.ob, and the failure of Gen. 
Bragg to follow up the victory at Chica 
m.uga. If these victories hud been fullowee 
up, the Sout», in Gencral Forrest’s opinion, 
Would now have been an independent nation 

General Forrest gives great prominence to 
the batile at Chicamauza. The rout of the 
Federal army wes complete on Sundsy. Ou 
Monday Genera) F. drove the Federal pick- 
ets into Chattanooga, and of persona! know)- 
eage he declares that the enemy was entirely 
disorganized, Wi.b the exception of a few 
brigades. If General Bragg had followed 
up his victory on Sunday night, he could 
have captured the entire army witb little 
or no resistance. With ibe captured 
horses he could Lave mounted twenty thou- 
sand additiosal mea, with which to Cupiure 
Nashviile and the State of Tennes3ee, proba- 
bly the whole of Kentucky, and perbaps 
Cincinnati, before the enemy could bave 
gathered another army. It would have 
broken the backbone of the war, and settled 
the contest in ourfavor. Toe Federal trvops 
Were completely panic strick n, and were 
huddled together among thei: wagons and 

Cattle and in other places, aul were inno 
mood to fight. 

General Bragg has also bien heard from 
on this subject. His story vindicates his 
action, which he thinks has 
been unjustly assailed by General 
Forrest. He went into the battle with only 
thirty-nine thousand men, and when it was 
over his effective force was cut down to a 
meagre army of twenty-two thousand. 
Seventeen thousand men fell on the victo. 
rious field of blood. General Bragg prom- 
ises to write a full and accurate account of 
the battle, and the facts conuected with it, 
when he reaches bis home and gets access to 
his papers. He is confi ent that be can 
Vindicate his generalship after the victory. 
The past month has been remarkably 
fruitful of materi ) for the truth-secking 
historian of the future. There are stil] maby 
disputed points, but, sooner or later, all will 
be made plain, and justice acccrded to every 
participant in the heroic struggle.
